this lame manner may a water be diſtilled out of Clones, 
This water of Cinamon is to be required befo2e all other 
waters, euen as the Cinamon it ſclfe in reſpect ofall other 
ſpices; and the Cinamon is of a ſubtilc heat,thzough 257 
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it eſpetially anaileth in winter, in that it ſtrengthneth then 
moꝛe the ſtomack, and meruailouſip putteth away all cull 
and cozrupt moyſtnes cf the ſtomack, and defendeth it from 
cozrupting at all, it alſo ſharpeneth the ſight , and cpeneth 
any manner ſtopping of the vaines, and meruailouſlp coms 
fozteth the hart: but an oyle diſtilled of it doth aunſwere ins 
generall to a naturall balme, which within helpeth all pu⸗ 
trifaction, and without the body cureth all freſh wounds oz 
vlcers, and the diſtilled water mightily helps in all colde 
diſeaſes as well of men as women, eſprctally which haue a 
ſtomack ſo affected that they haue no! appetite . When the 
ſpirits alſo are weakened oz the patient weake, a dzaught of 
this water with a little malmeſey, oz of the inice of the 
Pomgranet taken by the mouth wonderfully auatleth and 
helpeth . Pen in dead ſwounds by dꝛopping ez pouring a 
d2op 02 two into the mouth, doth reccucr the perſon in that

And an cxcels 
lent Chirurgion on a time cured a Scholler (being a young 
man) with this ople, which had fourtene wounds, of thoſe, 
eight were deadly, by ſowing oz ſtitching all the wounds, 
and applying onely of this liquoꝛ vpon , was in the ſpace of 
thirty dapes thzoughly cured. without any anoyance ts the 
patient, and ofthe wounds of (mall impoꝛtance, he healed 
a great number in foure oz fiue dapes with the ſayd ople, 
and vſed none other: ſo that he concluded, and pꝛooued this 
ople to be finguler in his pzoperties, and that a man with it 
may doe miracles in applying it on wounds and ruptures.

no nioze; and toward the Spꝛing time, as in arch oz fA- 
peilt, let your number be nineteene, and no leſſe: which 
number you ſhall continue all the Summer time, vntill it 
be Semptember, oz October, after which time it is to very 
ſhall purpoſe to bade any longer: fo2 by reaſon of the ex⸗ 
treame toldnes of the weather, your Chickins will badlie

ding fo the opinion of ſome Mziters, is about the midſt of 
March, and ſo to continue till the midſt of June, foz after 
that time ol the pere (ſay they) you ſhall neuer haue fayze 
bzoode. Beſtdes, you muſt al wayes haue reſpect to ſet your 
Pennes when the Poone is increaſing, and eſpeciallp be- 
tweene her time oftenne dates old and fifteene 2 foz that is 
the beſt time. And you mull ſo diſpoſe ofthe time, that your 
batching map fall out in the increaſe of the Boone, Some 
hold opinion that Chickins will be hatched in nine dapes. 
Others, that it will ve twentie, oz one and twenty dayes, 
The egges of Peacocks and Geeſezwill be eyght and twen⸗ 
tie,andſometimes thirtie dayes : but Duckes, inthe ſame 
ſpace that Hennes are,eſpecially if they ſitte night and day; 
allowing them onely the moming and enening fo2 they; 
time to feeve, which times they muſt ofneceflity haue. Jf 
vou deũre to haue Cock⸗thickins, you muſt make choyſe of 
ſuch Egges as be longeſt and ſharpeſt : and fo; Yenne-chic- 
kins the roundeſt Egges are beſt, It you would vnderſtand 
which Egges are god, and which are naught,you = — 
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them in a boule of water, and ſuch as are nanght wil ſwim 
aboue, but the good will ſinck downe tothe bottome. Oz if 
you hold them againſt the light of a Candle and ſe thzough 
them, then you may be ſure they ars naught.

| F the time of your Hennes ſitting bee in 
the heate ofthe Summer, you muſt ſome⸗

And to 
pzeſerue them from the hurt of thunder, which many times 
marreth the Cages, vou mult lay about them the leaues 03 
bzanchesof a Bay tree, oz els ſome Bents oz Graſſe. 

Af you meane to make cleane their neſts, you muſt wa⸗ 
rily take vp the Egs, and put them in ſomes little Dafſer ha⸗ 
uing hay in it, and ſpeedily lay them in the cleane neft a- 
gaine, Locke alſo, that neere vnto the place where your 
Penne ſitts, yon ſette water and meate, that ſhee may the 
moze willingly keepe her neſt, and that by her quicke re- 
turne from her foode to her neſt, her egges may bee kept 
from catching any cold. About the nineteenth day you muſt 
be carefall to looke whether the Chickins de icbbe agamit 
the ſhels with their bills, and to harken if you heare them 
pepe: fo2 it often times happeneth,that the ſhell is ſo hard, 
that without helpe the Chickin cannot come fozth. WWhere- 
foze you mult bzeake the ſhell with your handes , * —

Afterward, let them bee put into a Coope with the Hen, 


andfede them in the beginning with Barly meale ſodden 


in water, and ſpꝛinckled with a little Wine, You muſt not 
ſuffer them till they were ſome what bigge, to ſtray abzoad 
at any time from the company of the Yenne, but keepthem 
alwaies about the Coope, & let their meate be bzvzed Bar- 
ly and Barly meale. And ceuery mozning ere they goe as 
bꝛoade out of the Coope, you muſt feele whether there re- 
maine any of the meate in their crops which they receiued 
the day befozs; if there doe, you muſt keepe them falling 
till they haue digeſted it.

ches of compaſſion, bee ſhall bee rather conuertedby them 
then 
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woꝛds of great puniſhment . And Jſpdo2us 
'ſayth, he which will not be chaſtiſed with faire woꝛds, it is 
mneceſſarie that he be moze hardly and ſtraighly repꝛooued 
and puniſhed, To the third, &, Jerome ſayth, There is an 
equall iudgement, where the perſon is not regarded, but 
the wozkes are conſidered : and alſo it is wzitten, He ſhall 
yeeld to euery man after his workes. And . Auguſtine ſaith, 
Euen as there be ſome which be chaſtiſed with lone; ſo is 
there far many moe alſo, which be chaſtized withfeare : fo; 
if they feared not the puniſhment ofthe lawe, there woulde 
be but a fewe chaſtiſed by loue, Furthermoze . Grenozy 
ſpeaketh of this, and ſayth: Her which may cozrec eq doth 
it not, he taketh the offence tohimſelfe of the dwede : and bee 
which doth not fozbid vnlawfull things, conſenteth to the 


doing of them.

H mine opinion, the greateſt offence is 
to be in diſpaire of the mercy of God, and 
therefoze, whatſoeuer thou haſt done oz 
offended God in, by wo2d, wozk,thought, 
oz deede, be neuer in diſpaire foz it,fo2 J- 
ſydozus ſayth , Yee which diſpaireth to 
— haue fo2ginenes of his ſinnes, he ſinneth 
moze in diſpayzing then he did in the ſinne doing, Foz . 
Jerome ſayth, Judas offended God moze in that he hanged 
himſelfe, then hee did when hee betrayed Chꝛiſt: Foz God 
ſayth in the holy Scripture, A will not the death of a fin- 
ner, but rather that hee may bee conuarted and liue. And 
Chzilt ſayth: I am not come to call the righteous, but ſinmers 
to repentance. Foz thou canſt not ſo ſone cry Od hattilte 
mercy in thy hart, but hee is as ready fo change his ſen⸗ 
tence, and to grant his mercy and ſoꝛgiueneſle fo; all thy 


ſinnes, Fazas 9, Auguſtine lierp: As ſparks/of frets 2 
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in compariſon, not able to day vpall the water in the ea, 
no mo2e is all the wickednefſe of man, to the mercifulnes 
of GO D. And therefoze it is conuenient, that a man 


giaencſle of his ſinnes and offences which hee hath done, 
Whereof ſpeaketh Chziſofome , ſaping: No man hath 
gone at any time weeping to God, but he hath obtained his 
petition which he pzayed foz, And Saint Bernard ſayth : 
The teares of a ſinner, toꝛmenteth the deutll, moze then a⸗ 
ny other kinde of tozment whatſoeuer. Alſo Saint Augu⸗ 
ſtine ſayth : Wee cannot do moze ſharper tozments to the 
deuilt, then when we weepe and waile foz our finnes, and 
confefſſing them, repent foz the ſame, 

And thys may be well pzoued by the example of Ma- 
rie Magdalen: when ſhee kneeled downe and cryed GND 
mercie, and kiſſed his feete, waſhing them with the teares 
of her eyes, and wiping them with the haires of her head, 
Unto whom our Sauiour Chꝛiſt comfoztably ſpake , ſay- 
ing: Thy ſinnes are forgiuen thee, thy fayth hath ſaued thee, 

oe thy way in peace. To the which mercy and peace, J 
ech that eternall, imaculate, and pzopictafozy ſacrifice 
Chzilt Jcſus, bzing vs all foz his mercy ſake, Amen.
